The key to the answer, Britain’s ultimate, desperate 
effort to head off disaster, was believed to be in the hands 
of an obscure unknown — the secret courier who was 
understood to have arrived at Nuremberg with a dispatch 
constituting Britain’s final move on what may be the eve 
of war. 
It was reported to be an order to British Ambassador 
Nevile Henderson, to warn Hitler in cold, plain words 
that Britain is not bluffing and must join France against 
Germany if Czechoslovakia is invaded, starting the war.

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MONEY FROM WHERE? 


'T H E new California plan, approved by a 


majority of voters in the recent state 


primary election, is probably the most 


dangerous example of the something-for- 


nothing gospel since the outbreak of the 


Townsend plan. 
Every unemployed Cali­ 
fornian over 50 is to get “$30 every 
Thursday.” 
It makes a wonderful slo­ 
gan, and it appeals powerfully to the 


unthinking. 
It really represents, too, an 
extension of the Townsend plan. 
It lowers 


the age limit so that, although the promis­ 
ed largess to individuals is smaller, the 
total sum per month that the state would 


be obligated to pay out would be greater. 
With the age limit lowered, the number 
of beneficiaries soars. 
And w hat does any scheme like this 
mean, when you get out of the clouds of 
credulity and disguised greed and down to 
reality? 
Where would all that money 
come from? 
W hat is money, anyway? 
How' much of it is there? 
And how long 
would it last, if such a movement swept 
the country? 
The ordinary belief seems xo be that 
money is something stored in banks, that 
bank vaults are full of it, and the supply 
is inexhaustible. 
But there is not actually 
much money in any bank, very little gold 
and silver, and mostly promissory notes 
that we call banknotes. 
Their value is 
based largely on public faith. 
Shake that 
faith and they grow almost worthless. 
Really, the so-called money in banks, 
or in bank accounts, or in the form of 
baled bank notes, is mostly a matter of 
bookkeeping— not wealth— not values ab­ 
solutely guaranteed to anybody — not 
things to eat and wear and houses to live 
in. 
We have seen that fact proved many 
times in foreign countries. 
Wealth is goods and services that come 
from work. There is no other source. The 
idea that a huge share of the population 
whether able or unable to work, can live 
on public largess of this kind permanently, 
is a foolish dream. 
Their living, the real things they get 
from paper certificates, must be produced. 
There is no great, self-perpetuating store 
of accumulated goods and services for 
them to draw on. 
And so if great numbers 
of people past middle age are to be sup­ 
ported in idle comfort regularly, on what­ 
ever pretext, the goods anc! services can 
be provided, in the last analysis, only by 
their own children and grandchildren, in 
labor and self-privation from week to

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PRESIDENT’S SLAP AIMED AT HALL 


VU ASHINGTON— Newsmen who throng- 


ed the President’s press conference 
last week were astonished at the heat he 
displayed in criticizing Detroit newspapers 
for the story that he had abandoned his 
trip to dedicate the International Bridge 
because of Michigan politics. 
Digs at the 
press are not unusual from the President, 
but generally they are good natured. 
This one was quite different. 
lie 
spoke with undisguised indignation. 
W hat the newsmen didn’t know was 
that he was not only spanking the Detroit 
papers but someone else— a member of his 
own family. 
The inside story of the inci­ 
dent illustrates the circuitous way in which 
Roosevelt sometimes operates. 
The member of his family he was boot­ 
ing, was G. Hall Roosevelt, brother of 
Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Hall Roosevelt, connected with certain 
anti-New Deal business interests, has been 
secretly trying to harpoon the President’s 
close friend and ardent disciple, Governor 
Frank Murphy. 
Early last month, before 
the Michigan State Democratic conven­ 
tion, 
Hall 
Roosevelt tried 
to supplant 
Murphy with State Highway Commissioner 
Murray D. Van W aggoner as the nominee 
for Governor. 
The scheme fell through because Van 
W aggoner’s 
lieutenants 
tole’ 
him 
he 
couldn’t beat Murphy. 
Since then Hall Roosevelt has con­ 
tinued his undercover opposition against 
New Dealer Murphy. 
The Detroit news 
story, implying that the President had 
dropped his dedication trip because he had 
become convinced that Murphy’s chances 
for re-election were hopeless, appeared 
the day after Hall Roosevelt talked to 
Washington correspondents. 
W hether rightfully or wrongfully, the 
President suspected his brother-in-law of 
planting the story and also of implying 
that he, Hall Roosevelt, was responsible 
for the change in the President’s plans. 
But he didn’t call Hall in and bawl 
him out. 
Instead the President denounced 
the story as a “ deliberate distortion” and 
announced his intention to campagi! vigor­ 
ously for Murphy next month— thus de­ 
monstrating to Hall Roosevelt’s newspaper 
friends and business superiors that he is 
wholly without influence at the White 
House.

number of gland secretions which 
mix with the food in the stomach 
and Intestines. These chemical se­ 
cretions are called hormones and 
they act with the greatest speed, 
and efficiency.

Some people have become very 
worried about these things and ad­ 
vise that such foods should be giv­ 
en that will not call out the acid 
flow in the stomach, or will not 
produce alkaline digestion side by 
side with acid digestion.

Winter use of the hot bed 


THE HOME gardener who has 
a small amount of late celery will 
find the hotbed a convenient place 
in which to store it. The method 
of storing is show'n in the Garden- 
Graph. 
Dig enough earth out of the hot­ 
bed to permit the celery* plants to 
stand up w*hen set into It. Place 
the roots close together with plenty 
of earth clinging 
to 
them. 
If 
necessary add a little loose soil 


about the roots after they have 
been set in the hotbed. Water the 
celery and then leave the hotbed 
open long enough for the top* of 
the celery plants to dry. 
Next remove the sash and put 
boards over the top of the hotbed 
or put boards across the top of the 
sash and cover with any litter or 
mulching material available which 
will keep the frost out of the hot­ 
bed.
